Wrong Class 
Of Immigrants 


— 


Now Require Only People Who Will 
Go On the Land, 


According to press despatches an 
Italian steamship company is divert- 
ing its véssels from American to Can- 
adian ports, opening up a regular ser- 
vice between Canada and Italy. Un- 
der the circumstances there is no 
cause to cheer, for the reasons for 
this change of route are all too eyi- 
dent. Some time since the laws re- 
apecting immigration were révamped 
by the United States government for! 
the purpose of diverting the flood of 
continental immigrants. © The law as 
it now stands permits only a very 
small percentage of any foreign, na- 
tion to land at Amé@rican ports, and 
in consequence these Italian steam- 
ship companies operating to Ameri- 
can ports are finding business difi- 
cult to obtain. Weare therefore to 
be made the dumping ground. 

In April last there landed in Cat- 
ada 666 immigrants from Poland, 
Italy, Belgium, Finland and Russia, 
and of this number 317 were Polish 
Jews. ‘This is over three times as 
many immigrants as these. countries 
supplicd “in the same month a year 
ago and under present conditions it 
is just 666 too many. 

The government cannot act too 
quickly in this matter. We want im- 
migrants of a certain class, and that 
is people who are accustomed to 
farming and will go on the land, All 
immigration should for the time be- 
ing at least be confined to this class. 
We have sufficient “Sovicters” al- 
ready without importing any more, 

These people will land here, most 
of them with the bare $250 which it 
is necessary to have under our pres- 
ent immigration laws, and after: that 
is spent will become a charge upon 
the country until such time as busi- 
ness revives to a point where they 
can obtain employment. Tomy own 
knowledge there are at present many 
foreigners in our citics who haye not 
had a tap of work for months and 
who must sooner or later become pub- 
lic charges. The diverting of these 
Italian ghips to Canadian ports will 
surely mean a flood of workmen for 
whom there is at present no work.— 
Toronto Saturday Night. 


Japanese Buy 
- Canadian Sheep 


150 Shropshires Were Shipped Re- 
cently From Ontario. 

Mr. Salto, representing the Japan- 
ese Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce, has recently purchased, 
through J. H. Patrick & Son, of Il- 
derton, Ontario, 150 Shrops for ship- 
ment to Japan. The Japanese had 
previously made some purachases of 
sheep in England and the United 
States, but this is the first purchase! 
made in Canada. In addition fo the 
purchases made here, 408 Ramboul- 
liets have been-bought in the United | 
States. 

Sheep husbandry is a new thing in 
Japan. Fourteen years ago accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture, | 
there were less than 4,000 in the 
whole country, and even today the 
number is estimated at less than 60,- 
000, There is not room either for 
much expansion of animal husbandry 
of any kind in Japan itself, as the} 
original empire. with a population 
approaching 70,000,000, has only about) 
40 per cent. of the area of Ontario. 
If, however, Japan obtains a consid- 
erable foothoki in Siberia, as she pos- 
sibly may, she may develop largely 
along all agricultural lines.

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Europe's Surplus Women 


May Exercise a Strongér Political In- 
fluence Than Before the War, 

What the war did to disturb the 
ratio of male to female population in 
Europe is indicated by the statistics 
published in Berlin showing a super- 
fluity of 15,000 women. Where 
are they to find husbands? ‘The 
question is asked with grave concern 
on the apparent assumption that 
marriage is still the manifest destiny 
of the sex, But it’ is conceivable 
that a considerable proportion of 
them will accept spinsterhood with 
a better grace than would have been 
the case a decade ago and find con- 
solation for domestic life in a caréer. 

At all events, it is probable that 
the women of the Teutonic countries 
of Europe, from sheer force of num- 
bers, will exercise a stronger political 
and. social influence than ever be- 
fore. The war, while altering their 
marriage status, has inevitably in- 
creased their econonlic importance, 

Yet_will the contradictory result oc- 
cur there of an increase of marriages 
in the face of a proportional decrease 
of men of marriageable age? This 
is what has happened in France, 
where the number of marriages- in 
1920 was double that in 1913, rising 
from 312,036 to 623,869. For the first 
time in six years there were more 
births than deaths in France last 
year, the excess amounting to 139,999, 
Allowing for a corresponding increase 
of German marriages, there would 
still remain a great body of single 
worien with a preponderating bal- 
ance.of social power in their hands.—

A silver mounted compass which is 
nearly 200 years old and is fitted with 
a sundial, also longtitudes and lati- 
tudes of important cities and ports, 
was presented by.a Miss Buckley, a 
Passenger on board the Canadian 
Pacific liner Metagama, to Mr. E.

Fine results, it is said, are being 
shown by the 27 soldier farmers who 
took up land under the Soldier Set 
tlement Boatd on the Poor Man’s 
Reserve (formerly Indian) near Re- 
gina, Sask This reserve was taken 


over Jast year by the board and com- 


prises 8,320 acres which was divided 
into farm units averaging 308 acres 
each. The average price paid by the 


settler was $11.25 per acre. 

An inspection of the settlement a 
few days ago showed that remark- 
able progress has been made and 
board officials say that $25 per acre 
would he a low estimate to place 
on the value of the property today. 
This means an increase in land 
value alone to these settlera of ap- 
proximately $3,500 each.

New Library 


Contributions Being Sent From Bri- 
tain, Europe and U.S. 


Perhaps no other single act of wan- 
ton destruction, apart from the tor- 
ture and killing of non-combatants, 
brought more odium upon the German 
armies and the German people than 
did the burning of Louvain, with its 
priceless library in September, 1914. 

There is now being built, however, 
a new library, of which the corner- 
stone was laid last month by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University, the ceremony 
being attended by the King and 
Queen of the Belgians, the vener- 
able Cardinal Mereter, members of 
the diplomatic corps, and represen- 
tatives of the political and academfe- 

p tife of Belgium. The new building 
does not follow the lines of the old 
, Flemish pile, or will it occupy the 
‘game site.’ It was designed by a - 
New York architect. Efforts have 
| been made, however, to make it a 
j worthy successor of its historic pre- 
| decessor, and contributions of books 
-and manuscripts have been made 
from many public and private col- 
/lections in Great Britain and Europe 
‘and in the United States. The John 
Rylands Library, in. Manchester, is 
| sending a large and valuable collec- 
| tion, and contributions are coming 
| from Spain, Denmark, France and 
Switzerland, besides a collection of

Requires No Gas 


¥rench Government Is Investigating 
Invention of Two Italians, 

The French Government is investi- 

gating a lighter-than-air flying ma- 

chine, which is under construction at 

Naples. Using no gas, it is based

rarified air, By a variable exhaus- 
tion of air in a series of envelopes 
leviation is obtained. 

The machine is the invention of two 
Italians, Vaugeau and Garguilo, They 
do not form anything like a perfect 
vacuum, but by a system of enclosed 
reservoirs, the centre one of which 
has the greatest rarification, they say 
they have obtained the result that the 
pressure of the outside atmosphere is 
lessened to a degree which makes the 
frail envelope practicable. 

There are three features of the con- 
struction, The first is a double en- 
velope, one part within another, In 
the outside envelope an atmosphere 
of seven-tenths is maintained, where- 
as in the centre envelope the air is 
much more rarified. The layer of 
seven-tenths atmosphere weakens the 
outside pressure upon the interior of 
the balloon, which exercises the levia~ 
tion force. 

The second 


feature is a serics of 
hollow beams forming the frame of 
the machine through which compress- 


ed air circulates in a manner to exert! 


a counter-action pressure against the 
outside atmosphere, 

The third feature makes use of air 
heated by the motors to obtain a fur- 
ther decrease of the outside pressure. 


Professor Garuffa, an Italian sta 


holds that the new machine means a 
revolution in flying. It will do away 
with the expense of the use of hydro- 
gen, and, it is said, will greatly reduce 
the crews needed. 

The invertors say that the machine 
when perfected can make 350 miles 
an hour with 750 horsepower motors.
